In forwarding this 
note to the Colonial Government here, the 
Secretary of State also pointed out that 
they could apply this law to foreign ships, 
provided they accepted the certificates of 
survey and of masters and mates from 
other countries as of equivalent value with 
English certificates, There was an import- 
ant change with regard to river steamers, 
Section 8 provided that the Governor in 


Council might from time to time grant | j, 


special liconses for the river steamers, by 
which the number of passengers they were 
entitled to carry would be fixed. I[t was 
udfair with rezard to these steamers to lay 
down any-hard and fast system of reckon- 
ing by the tonnage the maximum number 
of passengers each should be allowed to 
carry. The surveyor whom this Ordinanco 
gave the Govern r power to appoint would 
be able to adviso the Governor in Council 
as to. what number any particular ship 
could carry, In case any vessel filed to pro- 
vide herdelf with a licanse she would be 
liable to be-deals with under the old or- 
dinance, There wore a number of minor 
changes made in this chaptr of the or- 
diuance, which, althouzh they were not of 
much importance, wonld, he believed, be 
found very useful.

finished - calling attention to‘the points

The Chief Justios said this part of the 
ordinance bore upon the case he had re- 
forred to ; a very painful case it was. The 
American Consul insisted that hoe had the 
right to deal with the case, to send the men 
back to the shipand punish them. He (the. 
Consul) protested against the Court: taking 
any action in the matter at all, and the 
Magistrate (very wrongly as he thought) got 
nto a long correspondence with him. ‘It 
ultimately came by way of appeal before the 
Supreme Oourt and the evidence then heard 
was of thiskind, It was. proved that an 
attempt was being made to force the men 
back to the ship, that the mate had said 
that he. would “do for” these men when he 
did get tham back. On that evidence, 
rightly or wrong'y, he discharged the men. 
Then the Consul protested, and the cage he 
believed was the su'jost cf a great deal of 
correspondence. He did not know what 
was nut to happen in consequence of the 
discharge of these men, accurding to the 
sirong Jan-uage of the Consul (Mr Loring,’ 
he thought it was) He wished tu have 
jurisdiction, but he as Chief Justice did 
not think the Consul’s was a proper juris- 
diction in that or in ary other case. = If 
those men had gone back to the ship it was 
impossible to say what would huve been the 
result: The mate said he would make it 
hell for them, and he believed he would 
have done so. The case afterwards went 
to Washington and London ; dud he had no 
doubt there was even now stored awry 
somewhere in the Government offices 
ere @ large: mass of correspondence 
on .the subject. He did hope no 
atep would be taken by this or any other 
Ordinance passed here to eularge the power 
of Consuls. Consuls were not the men 
here to be judges as between the masters 
-of-ships and“ the-“man,~~They ‘lacked the 
impartislity of position essential for a falr 
judge. They were on terms of equality 
and uaually of friendship with the masters, 
and this unfitted them for boing judges in 
cases between these same masters and the 
men underthem., The case he had referred 
to gave him a very strong conviction in the 
matter, snd he could ot, Uae a ve 
opportanity of expressing his hope that by 
ie ach of "his Council would there be any 
enlargement of the powers of Consuls. 


The Attorney General said the foreign 


Consuls in this Colony had no jurisdiction 


except in disputes as to wages and had not 
as‘umed it so far as he knew. If any such 
claiws were mado of course they would be 
disallowed; but he presumed 1t would be 
time enough to deal with them when assum- 
ed.’ It had been the'law of the Colony since 
1850 thot deserters from foreign ships could 
be doalt with summarily by a Magistrate, 
That law was pass:d at a time when a 
number of whalers used to visit the port, 
aod it waa impossible for the masters to 
clear theirships, because the men used to 
come ashore and get drunk and go down to

This 1850 ordinance was therefore passed, 
under which dcserters from foreign sbips 
could be arrested and taken before a Magis.
